The statement is from an oiRcial source, 
the correspondent explains it was giv- 
en to the British staflf by an Armenian 
soldier serving 
in the Turkish 
army 
who was taken prisoner. 
This account 
begins at Erzerum the principal 
city 
of Turkish Armenia, last ^March. 


It covers several parts of Armenia 
and gives details of atrocities 
along 
familiar lines—how 
the 
Bishop 
Sivas 
was shod with shoes of hed hot iron 
by a village blacksmith at the order 
of the Turks, how men of Tekat were 
tied together in groups of 
four and 
taken out one hundred at a time to the 
marshy districts for massacre, and how 
the declaration of martial law at Zile 
included the confiscation, of all Armen- 
ian property. 
Thé account 
describes 
how women were tied to the tails of 
ox carts and exposed to hunger and 
rough weather until thoy accepted con- 
version to Islam or death, how mothers 
were 
bayoneted 
before 
the eyes of 
their children, how Armenian girls were 
distributed as chattels among civil and 
military officials. 


The prisoner says that as a soldier 
he himself was compelled to assist in 
many massacres, being on one occasion 
a member of a party of forty soldiers 
which superintended the death of eight 
hundred Armenians. 
His account closes 
as follows: "There is reason to believe 
that German advisers of the Turks have 
urged upon them the imde sir ability of 
allowing a large alien and presumably 
unfriendly population to inhabit ports 
which lie open to Russian attack."'

to get into the barn to

the 
horses. 
The blaze was first discovered 
by the nightwatchman. 


Besides the horses, barn 
and

aphernalia including all

harness, 
eighty tons of hay and 
much 
grain 
were consumed. 


Culver is in Moumins. 


Culver is today in mourning over the 
loss of the horses, which it will be 
most difficult to replace. They were all 
trained and about the same color. 
A 
new bam had been contemplated and 
would have been built in the spring, 
consequently no concern is felt over the 
loss of the old structure. 


The Culver Black Horse troop was 
one of the most perfectly drilled troops 
of its kind in the country and had tak- 
en part in many notable functions in 
the United States including the inaugu 
ration exercise? at Washington, D. C. 
The troop participated in the Lincoln 
highway dedication at Fort Wayne last 
spring, leading in the parade and going 
through their field maneuvers at the 
Concordia college campus, which

day's program.

"First—To preserve some semblanco 
of respectability.

New York, Oct. 25.—High up in a 
dingy room of New Y'ork'a grimy post- 
oiBce building they've begun to^dig the 
grave of the only attempt América has 
ever seen at empire building. 
It is 
here that Uncle Sam's wiliest attorneys 
are trying to cut a hole deep enough to 
bury , that synthetic colossus that tlie 
dead J. P. Morgan put t^gfether—the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford 
railway system. 
And to watch the dirt 
fly, to study the expressions o f Amer- 
ica's most famous millionaires as they 
note the attempts of the prosecution to 
excavate their tombs, is to see the high- 
est drama which our twentieth century 
can afford, the sight of the haughtiest 
millions in the'United States being tried 
in open court, before a jury of 12 un- 
known men, for their sins. 


It is only the cloiid of high priced 
lawyers hovering around the defendants 
which makei this scene different from 
any other public trial. 
The spectators, 
occupying two little benches at the back 
of the room, gaze upon a veritable fa- 
cade of bald heads, for the defendants 
and lawyers alike have little hair, and 
are clad almost uniformly in broadcloth 
clothes of sombre, expensive black. 


Ten ex-directors and two present di- 
rectors of the New Haven railroad are 
charged with some twenty-five hundred 
illegal acts in conspiracy to monopolize 
interstate traffic! 
It is the end of an 
era in American finance and the dawn 
of a new day that is being enacted in 
this room, now that the preliminaries 
have been settled and the possibly six- 
months-long trial has begun 
in 
real 
earnest. 


It was the effort of the elder J. P. 
M(irgan to monopolize not only the com- 
merce of New England, as charged in 
this trial by the government, biit the 
commerce of half the western 
hemis- 
phere as well, that brought the 12 mil- 
lionaire defendants in this historic suit 
to grief. 
They are now to answer for 
a mistaken notion of the role of high

Berlin, via The Hague and London, 
Oct. 25.—Dr. Alfred F . 3 L Zimmermann, 
German undersecretary for foreign af- 
fairs, has issued an official explanation 
of the recent execution in Belgium of 
Miss Edith Cavell, the British nurse. He 
prefaced his remarks by the declaration 
that he had examined cverj' jot 
and 
tittle of the evidence jvith the greatest 
care and found the verdict, though re- 
grettable, to be just. 
His 
statement 
follows: 


"I see by tlie British and the American 
press that the shooting of an English- 
woman and the conviction of several 
other women in Brussels 
for 
treason 
have created a great impression and 
that we are being severely criticised. It 
is indeed hard that a woman must be 
executed, but remember to what shall a 
state come which is in war if it allows 
to pass unnoticed a crime against tho 
safety of its armies because committed 
by women? 


"No law book in the world, least of all 
those 
dealing 
with 
war 
regulations, 
makes such a differentiation, ¿nd thc^ 
feminine sex has only one preference 
according to legal usages—namely: that 
women in a delicate condition may not 
be executed. 


No Other Decision Possible. 


"In the Cavell case I have reviewed 
the decision of the court and examined 
the evidence down to the smallest de- 
tails. The result is so convincing and all 
the circumstances are so clear and con- 
vincing that no court-martial 
in, tho 
world would have reached any other de- 
cision, 


"For it concerns not the act of one 
single person; rather it concerns a well 
thought 
out, 
world-wide 
conspiracy 
which succeeded for nine months to ren- 
der the most valuable services to the 
enemy to the disadvantage of our army. 
Countless British, Belgian and French 
soldiers now again are fighting in the 
allied ranks who owe their escape from 
Belgium to thé activity of the band now 
sentenced, at the head of which stood 
Miss Cavell. 


"With, such a situation under the very 
eyes of the authorities, only the utmost 
severit;^ can bring relief, and the gov- 
ernm«nT violate« the most 
elemental 
duty toward the army and its safety 
that does not adopt the strictest meas- 
ures. 
These duties in^ war are greater 
than anv other. 
' 


Gemency 6iv«ii to Some.

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The Police and the Car-Stoners. 


The charge has been made that the failure of the police to cap- 
ture and prosccute the hoodlums who' heave bricks into street cars 
during the evening hours at occasional intervals is explained by the 
f a c t t h a t the police are in close sympathy with the car men who 
left their runs four weeks ago. 
"Whether the charge be true or not, 
an inquiry into the situation could not possibly do harm. 


With the personal, individual convictions of liic ])olicemen in 
t h i s matter, the public has nothing whatever to do. 
"ut if the of- 
ficers 
permit those personal preferences and sympathies to 
w a r p 
their performance of duty, that is quite another affidr. 
That is a 
prostitution of official position f o r which there can be no justifica- 
tion and with which there can be no patience. 
The man in a pub- 
lic position has no right to be a partisan in this matter. 
He should 
be absolutely fair to both sides of the wrangle. 


As a matter of fact, there lias been comparatively little of 
violence and disorder since the street railwscy trouble started f o u r 
weeks ago, but such as has developed has been entirely too much. 
It must be admitted, too, that it is Hot the 
easiest matter in the 
world to apprehend the hidden sulker who hurls his missiles at un- 
expected points and then flee| in the darkness, but t h a t is one of 
the angles of the proposition with which the police are confronted. 
If he fails to exercise the utmost vigilance and the utmost effort to 
apprehend the irresponsibles who do it, he is violating his sworn 
duty to> uphold the law. 


The police officer is being paid by all the people, and one of 
his duties is to preserve order. 
The public has a right to expect him 
to perform that duty. 
All men and all interests are entitled to tho 
protection the law provides. 
The car men themselves have coun- 
seled against violence, and have set a good example in this regard. 
The general public demands order, safety 
and 
protection. 
I t 
is 
clearly entitled to that, regardless of the sympathies of the police or 
of the rights and wrongs involved ii^ the disagreement between the 
street railway company and its employes.

According to Winslow 
Pierce, the new ahairman of the board 
of directors of the Wabash railway system, Indiana was chosen as 
the state in which to reincorporate the Wabash "in view'of the 
better adaptation of its laAvs to the incorporation of a single inter- 
state system than that of the laws of any of the other states through 
which the system extends." 
With the decision comes a fee of $143, 
000 to the state. 
Less than a yeaV ago the New York Central lines 
chose Indiana for the incorporation of its consolidation, enriching 
the Indiana treasury some $300,000. 
Doubless it is going to be ex- 
tremely difficult for both Now Jersey 
and Arizona, whose incorpor- 
ation laws have long been regarded as most invitingly liberal, to re- 
strain some very pronounced pangs of jealousy when they hear 
what the railroads are doing.

Sydney, N. S. W., Oct. 25—The Em- 
den, Germany's most famous sea raider, 
which now lies on a re«f at Keeling 
Island, is to be raised and turned into a 
show ship for the Australians. 


The cruiser whose exploits made her 
known to the ends of the earth, will 
be exhibited at so-much-per to the sea- 
ports where her very name struck ter- 
ror! 


E, G. Darnley, a Canadian Pacific rail- 
way man from Nova Scotia, has arrang- 
ed to float the ship, and the common- 
wealth government has given him per- 
mission. He'll plug up the luider-watcr 
holes with cement, remove the smashed 
top hamper, and set the pumps at work. 


If her engines can be mended she 
will then visit Australian and New 
Zealand and other south sea British 
and French ports under, her own,steam, 
and perhaps make a trip to Canada ana 
other parts of the British empire. 


The commonwealth 
government has 
reserved the right to purchase the Em- 
den on her arrival at Sydney. 


The Emden had a flat bottom, and 
her commander, Muller, used to beach 
h*r and have her sides cleared of bar- 
nacles, floating oflT again at high tide. 
Darnley believes Muller didn't intend to

The Emden, in her brief but eventful 
career sank British merchantmen val- 
ued at between $7,000,000 and $10,000,- 
000, sank a Russian cruiser by a trick, 
having been disguised as a British cruis- 
er and taking the Russian by surprise. 
It also bombarded Papeete, capital of 
the French island colony of Tahiti in tlio 
south Pacific. On Nov. 9, 1914, it was 
put out of commission by the ¡Sydney 
at Keeling island. 


JUST AN OMOOKER 
FO» HElinS YURS 


That is Program of Dr. Wu 
Ting-Fang, Who Plans 
to Live to Be 160. 


Shanghai, Sept. 20.—(Correspondence 
of The Associated 
Press).—Dr. 
Wu 
Ting-fang, the former Chinese minister 
to the United States, although he plans 
to live to be 150 years old, now consid- 
ers himself out of public life, and for the 
next seventy-five years he will be just 
an onlooker, regardless 
whether 
the 
Clnnese republic is turned back into 
an empire. 


"Tlie folks up at Peking are running 
things. They haven't asked my advice 
and they probably wouldn't act on it 
if 1 gave it," said Dr. Wli, when asked 
for iiis conunents on the monarchial 
movement. 


'•In my recent book on America I 
told what I thought about the Ameri- 
can government, the Qiinese 
govern- 
ment and governments in general. 
1 
couldn't say any more than I said iu 
that book and I haven't clianged my 
mind since I wrote it," the venerable 
di])lomat continued. 


Dr. 
Wu's 
book, 
called 
"America 
Through the S.jjectacles of an Oriental 
Diplomat," contains a chapter reviewing 
monarchial and republican forms of gov- 
ernment in detail. 
He says: "It may 
be pertinently asked why China has be- 
come a republic, since itom time im- 
memorial she has had a monarchial form 
of government. 
The answer is that 
the 
conditions and circumstances 
in 
China are peculiar, 
and are different 
from those prevailing 
in Japan and 
other countries. In Japan it is claimed 
that the empire was founded by the 
first emperor, Jimmu Tenno, 660 B, C., 
aird that the idynasty founded by him 
has continued i^ver since. 
It is well 
known that the Chinese imperial fam- 
ily is of Manchu origin. 
The Cliing 
dynasty was founded in 1644 by con- 
quest, not bv succession. Upon the re- 
cent overthrow of the Manchu dynasty 
it was found very diflilcult to find a 
Chinese, however popular and able, who 
possessed the legal right of succeeding

The law of evolution has 
been very actively at work in China, 
and no doubt it will be for Iter ulti- 
mate good, and therefore, for the bene- 
fit of all mankind. 
China Is now an 
infant republic, but she will giow into 
a liealthy and strong youth." 


The home of Dr. Wu is a modem 
granite house, located in a large walled 
garden, rich in palms 
and luxuriant 
tropical flowers. At the lodge gate a 
tall Sikh, wearing a read turban, greets 
visitors and bids the drivers to pro- 
ceed along the gravelled road leading 
to the port-cochere banked with potted 
plants of various c6lors. The entrance 
leads into a wide hall. At one side of 
this is Dr. Wu's study; at the other a 
large drawing room rurnished in beau- 
tiful blackwood pieces of Cliinese de- 
signs, and with white walls relieved by 
silk banners bearing quotations from 
the Chinese classics. 
In the center of 
the room is a great round table of 
blackwood with mottled center top. Dr. 
AVu and the Associated Press corre- 
spondent sat at this drinking tea Avhile 
the statesman discussed 
his 
future 
plan: 


"I shall devote the rest of my life to 
literary work. I have just finished some 
books in Chinese on educational sub- 
jects. I am much interested in a better 
system of schools for my country." 


"You still cling to your vegetarian 
principles ?". 


"Oh, yes, I have found the secret of 
health. 
No liquor or tobacco for me, 
and no meat. 
One 'learns how to live 
sanely as one advances in years."

Dr. Alsberg's View. 


Dr. Carl L. Alsberg, pure food expert 
of the U. S. department of agriculture, 
says: 


"As a general proposition, it is fair to 
state that people run less risk of con- 
tracting typhoid 
fever 
from oysters 
than they do from drinking raw milk or 
the water supplied in many commun- 
ities. The great bulk of the oysters sold 
are wholesome. The number_of oyster 
beds where pollution is even possible is 
relatively small. Although I cannot give 
the oyster an absolutely clean bill of 
health, I can say 
that 
the prejudice 
against them is out of all proportions. 
The truth is that because in very rare 
cases oysters from a bad bed have caus- 
ed sickness and because in many cases 
local authorities have sought to escape 
responsibility from polluted water or 
milk supply 
by placing the 
blame 
upon wholly innocent and silent oysters, 
the people are more and more shunning 
this really valuable food. Of course^ as 
people cat less oysters, th6y eat more 
meat possibly more expensive meat. And 
the mor« meat is eaten the greater the 
demand and the higher the price."

Place oysters 
in the bacon blankets in wii'e basket 
and fry about five minutes, or until oys- 
ters are pufted and bacon is crisp.

Baseball Field and 
Swimming^ 


Jefferson City, Mo., Oct. 25.—A great 
recreation ground for the 2,600 inmates 
of the Missoxuri penitentiary is assured 
and it will be ready in the very near 
future. Plans and actual work in the 
preparation of the ground 
have pro- 
gressed so far that it will be ready for 
use early next spring. 
^ 


The recreation ground will embrac« 
between six and seven acres. 
There 
will be baseball fields, croquet court«» 
swimming pools and equipment 
and 
space for various other forms of athlet- 
ic sports. Fountains, trees, flowers and 
every possible adornment will make the 
playground attractive. 


The scheme is the idea of WardeA 
D. C. McClung. In carrying it out he 
will utilize a broken tract of ground 
lying between the east wall of the pris- 
on and the prison farm. A stone wall 
now in course of construction will in- 
close tlie playgroxmd. The ground Will 
practical!}' double the area of the prison 
and the work is being done by convict 
labor that would otherwise be locked up 
in idleness because of the gradual aboli- 
tion of the contract system in the insti- 
tution.

Elwood DeMoss, second baseman, and 
Oscar Cliarleston, center fielder of the 
colored team, 
were 
arrested, 
charged 
with assault and battery. 
They obtained 
their release in time to depart with the 
other members of the team late in the 
afternoon for Havana, Cuba. 


The trouble arose in the fifth inning 
with the white players at bat. 
Bush was 
On first base and darted for second in an 
attempt to steal. 
It was a close play at 
second, but it appeared that Bush had 
reached the bag safely and Umpire Scan- 
lon ruled him safe. 


DeMoss ran at the arbitrator and, after 
pushing him, struck at his face with his 
fist. 
Scanlon saprred, but did not strike 
the colored player. Running in from cen- 
ter field, full tilt, Charleston is alleged to 
have struck Scanlon in the face. 
The 
umpire was knocked to the ground, suf- 
fering a severe gash on the right side 
of his face where Charleston hit him. 


Players of both clubs ran to stop the 
trouble and the field soon was swarming 
with white and colored fans. With their 
small "billies" the policemen finally man- 
aged to disperse the crowd before further 
damage iiad been done.

On the 15tli of October the president 
received the official report and appeal 
of the women's committee which went 
abroad to see what could be done to- 
ward bringing about a permanent peace. 
The 
statement 
was signed 
by 
Jane 
Addams (U. S.), Emily Balch (U. S.), 
Rosika Schwimmer 
(Austro-Hungary), 
Crystal McMillan (Great Britain), and 
Aletta Jacobs 
(Holland). 
The report 
presented is that of the committee au- 
thorized at the Women's Peace confer- 
ence, held at the Hague, last spring. 


The committee reports that they vis- 
ited all the neutral nations of Eiu'opo 
as well as those engaged in war. 
Its 
members saw the prime minister and the 
foreign minister in all of these coun- 
tries. 
The result of their mission is 
contained 
in 
this 
remarkable 
state- 
ment: 


"Our visits to the war capitals con- 
vinces us that the belligerent govern- 
ments would not be opposed to a con- 
ference of neutral nations; that while 
the belligerents have rejected offers of 
mediation by single 
neutral 
nations 
and while no belligerent could ask for 
mediation, tlie creation of a continuous 
conference of neutral nations might pro- 
vide the machinerv which woiild lead to 
peace. 
We found the neutrals, on the 
other hand, were cpneemed lest calling 
such a conference might be considered 
inopportime by one or other of the bel- 
ligerents. 
Here our information From 
the belligérents themselves gave assur- 
ance that such initiative would not be 
resented. 
'My country would'not find 
anything^ unfriendlyin .such action by 
the neutrals/ was the assurance given 
us by the foreign minister of one of ti»e 
great ' belligerents. 
'My , government 
would place ho obstaclè in'^ thé w i ^ of 
its institution,' said the minister of an 
opposing nation! 
'What "are the neu- 
trals waiting for!' aakèd a third'who«« 
name ranks 
not only in jbia own 
iWttiitVy» but f S oxw ^ i t M l â . » 
: . ^ 


named in the report, are unquestionably 
the foreign ministers of England, Ger- 
many and France. 
The statement goes 
on to say that the proposal was wel- 
comed in the foreign offices of all the 
neutral powers, but the latter unani- 
mously declined to act e.xcept on the 
inkiative of the United States. 
If this 
republic will take the lead, they said, 
they would be very glad to join. 


The statemeixt continues: "We have 
been convinced that 
the 
governments 
of the belligerent nations would not b«, 
hostile to tlve institution 
of 
such a 
common channel for good oftices and 
that the governments of the European 
neutrals we visited stand ready to co- 
operate with others in mediation. 
Ke- 
viewing the situation, we beiieve that of 
the five European neutral nations visit- 
ed, three are ready to join in such a 
conference and that are deliberating the 
calling of such a confer^ince. 
Of the 
intention of the United States we have 
as yet no evidence." 


The statement concludca: "The excru- 
ciating burden of responsibility for the 
hopeless 
continuance of this war 
no 
longer rests on the will of the belliger- 
ent nations alone. 
It rests also on the 
will of those neutral governments and 
people who have been supporting 
Its 
shock and cannot if they would, absolve 
themselves for their full share of the 
re8pon8ibiHt.y for the ccoitinuance of the 
war." 


The proposal 
presented by the wo- 
men's committee has nothing to do with 
mediation such as wsa first suggested 
and was resented by the belligerents, 
notably tlie British. 
This plan ia mere- 
ly for the creation of a conference ot 
neutrals to be a medium for the ex- 
change of views such as might work out 
in an eventual ending of hostilities. 
At 
the worst the plan offends no one and 
can do no harm; and there is appar- 
ently no reason why it should not re- 
ceive the favorable action of President 
Wilson.

into the offic^aud placed it in a safe. 
Two Men Appear. 
An hoTir later a man stepped into the 
mine office, followed bj: a second man 
Avho carried a sawcd-off 
Winchester 
This gun was pointed a t Smithy 
AVIÎO 
was ordered to throw tip his hands, and 
Smith obeyed. 


In a second the first man had reached 
the safe, 
tìwiftlj' 
he turned the knobs 
which controlled the inaxer doors and 
they swxmg open. He extracted the 
package lianded to the cashier by the 
mine oflicial, gave a signal to his part- 
ner, and they backed through the doors 
carrying with them the package.

package contained 
$8,-500, the 
weekly pay roll. 
The money was in 
currency. / 


Disapepared on Motorcycle. 
Before help reached Smith the chug of 
a motorcycle was heard in the distr^ce 
It boro both men, riding tandem, to- 
ward TeiTc Haute.

Inaugurates Distinct

Chicago, Oct. 25.—^A school for office 
boys, believed to be the first of its kind 
in the country, has been opened by the 
Chicago Telephone company. 
One hun- 
dred and tAVenty boys, ranging. betAveen 
18 and 18 years of age, took up books 
and pencils and began their schooling 
where they left off when necessity call- 
ed them to work. 


H. F. Hilf, vice president of the com- 
pany, was the sponsor of the idea. 


"For years we have wrestled with the 
problem of Avhat to do with the offico 
boy Avhen he gets too old," said HilL. 
"'There is nothing we can do but dis- 
charge him. 
He has either grown too 
large to fill the duties of an office boy 
or too old to accept the wages paid. He 
is usually unfitted by lack of si^cient 
education to accept a clerical position 
Avith us. 
I 


"So r decided it would be a good plan 
to train them so as to keep them in the 
service. 
We have arranged with the 
Y. M. C. A. to furnish us with instruc- 
tors, and we give the time and the 
books. 
We Avere impressed with the 
readiness of thè boys to go back to 
school. I called them together, about 
120 of them in all, and aslced them what 
they thought of the plan. Mot a one 


balked. 
Every. last W e oirolM. • We 
gave them blanks to fill out, statiDe the 
studies they were least proficient -tn 
and divided them into daues according 
to their nee^. .

"We have 
fitted up regular» school 
rooms for them and the first classca 
Avere held today. The classes Avill nieet 
every Tuesday, Thursdfiy and Friday 
from 12 to 2. The clerks have to get 
along without the boys during these 
hom-s as best they can. 


"The only stipulation we make is that 
the boys devote themselves as earnestly 
to their studies as they do to their 
work. I thought the idea of studying 
was distasteful to th^ aA-erage boy, hut 
you should^ see the spirit Avith Vhich 
they responded."

the declaration of martial law at Zile 
included thy confiscation of all Armen- 
ian property.

Berlin, via The Hague and London, 


Oct. 25.—Dr. Alfred F. JI. Zimmcrniann, 
German undersecretary for foreign af- 
fairs, has issued an official explanation 
of the recent execution in Belgium of 
Miss Edith Cuvell, the British nurse. Me 
prefaced his remarks by the declaration 
that he had examined, every jot and 
tittle of the. evidence with the greatest 
care and found tho verdict, though re- 
grettable, to be just. 
His statement 


follows: 


"I see by the British and the American 


prens that the shooting of an English- 
woman and the conviction of several 
other women in Brussels for treason 
have created a great impression and 
that we are being severely criticised. It 
is indeed hard that a woman must ho 
executed, but remember to what shall a 
state come, which is in war if it allows 
to pass unnoticed a crime against the 
safely of its armies because committed) 
by women ? 


"No law book in the world, least of all 


those dealing with war 
regulations, 


makes such a differentiation, and the 
feminine sex has only one preference 
according to legal usages—namely: that 
women in a delicate condition miiy not 
be executed. 
' 


No Other Decision Possible. 


"In the Cavell case f have, reviewed 


the decision of the court and examined 
the evidence down to the smallest der 
tails. The result is so convincing.and all 
the circumstances are so clear and con- 
vincing that. cno court-martial 
in 
the 


world would have reached any other de- 
cision. 


"For it concerns not the act of one 


single person; rather it concerns a well 
thought, out, world-wide 
conspiracy 


which succeeded for nine months to ren- 
der the most valuable services to the 
enemy to thn disadvantage of our army. 
Countless British, Belgian and French 
soldiers now again arc fighting in the 
allied ranks who owe their escape from | 
Belgiuni to the activity of the band now 
stintcnwd, at the head of which stood 
Miss Cavell. 


"With such a situation under the very 


eyes of the authorities, only the utmost 
severity can bring relief, and the gov- 
ernment violates tho inost elemental 
duty toward the army and its safety 
thai, does not adopt the strictest, meas- 
ures. These duties in war are greater 
than any other. 


Clemency Given to Some. 


"All those convicted were fully cogni- 


zant of the significance of their 
ac- 


tions. 
The court went into just this 


point with paricularly care and acquit- 
ted several co-defendants only because 
it believed doubt existed regarding tho 
cognizance, of the punishableness of their 
actions. 
Those 
convicted knew what 


they were doing." 


• • "I admit certainly that the motive of 
those convicted was not nnnoblo and 
that they acted out of love for the fath- 
erland. 
But in war time one must he 


ready to aenl one's love for the father- 
land with one's blood.

The charge has been made that the failure of the police to cap 


furc and prosecute the hoodlums who heave bricks into street cars 
during the evening hours at occasional intervals is explained by tke 
i'aet that the police arc in close sympathy with the car men who 
left their runs four weeks ago. Whether the charge be true or not, 
an inquiry into the situation could not possibly do harm. 


With the personal, individual convictions of \\:>- policemen in 


this matter, the public has nothing whatever to <!». 
n' if the of- 


ficers permit those personal preferences and symiMihirs to warp 
their performance of duty, that is quite another affair. 
That is a 


prostitution of official position for which there can be no justifica- 
tion and with which there can ho no patience. The man in a pub- 
lic position has no right to be a partisan in this matter. He should 
be absolutely fair to both sides of the wrangle. 


As n matter of fact, there has been comparatively little of 


violence and disorder since the street railway trouble started four 
weeks ago, but such as has developed lias been entirely too much. 
It must be admitted, too, that it is not the easiest matter in the 
world to apprehend the hidden f-uiker who hurls his missiles at un- 
expected points and then flees in the darkness, but that is one of 
the angles of the proposition with which the police are confronted.

Shanghai, Sept. 20.—(Correspondence 


of Tho Associated 
Press).—Dr. 
Wu 


Ting-fang, the former Chinese minister 
to tho United States, although he plans 
to live to be 150 years old, now consid- 
ers himself out of public life, and for the 
next seventy-live years he will be just 
an onlooker, regardless 
whether 
the 


Chinese republic -is turned back into 
an empire. 


"The folks up at Peking arc running 


things. They haven't nsKcd my advice 
and they probably wouldn't act on it 
if I gave it," said Dr. Wu, when asked 
for liia comments on the nionarchial 
movement. 


"In my recent book on America I 


told what I thought about the Ameri- 
can government, tho Chinese 
govern- 


ment and governments in general. 1 
couldn't say any more than I said in 
that book and I haven't changed my 
mind since I wrote it," the venerable 
diplomat continued.

Wu's 
book, 
called 
"America 


Through tho Spectacles of an Oriental 
Diplomat," contains a chapter reviewing 
nionarchial and republican forms of gov- 
ernment in detail. lie says* "It may 
be pertinently asked why China has be- 
come a republic, since from time im- 
memorial slic has had a nionarchial forn 
of government. 
The answer in that

from those prevailing 
in Japan am 


other countries. In Japan it is claimcc 
that tho empire was founded by thr 
first emperor, .Timmu Tenno, liGO R. C.

known that Ihe Chinese imperial fain, 
ily is of Manchu origin. 
Tho Chins 


dynasty was founded in 1044 by con 
quest, not hv succession. Upon the ro 
cent overthrow of tho Manchu dynastj 
it was found very difficult to find a 
Chinese, however popular and able, wli 
possessed the legal right of sucreedin:

with the price of living going up, it be- 
hooves tho economical housekeeper to 
pay nomc attention to oysters an an 
article of diet during the winter months. 
Tho California oysters have a distinctly 
metallic taste, mure like those from En- 
Eland. They are very small, indeed. 


Dr. Alsberg's View. 


Dr. Carl L. Alsberg, pure food expert 


of the U. S. department of agriculture, 
says: 


"As a general prn|Misition, it is fair to 


state (bat pcoplo run less risk of con- 
tracting typhoid 
fever 
from oysters 


than they 'do from drinking raw milk or 
the water supplied in many commun- 
ities. The great bulk of tho oysters sold 
.•"•« wholesome. The number of oyster 
beds where pollution is even possible is 
relatively small. Although I cannot give 
the oyster an absolutely clean bill of 
health, I can say that the prejudiee 
ngninst them is out of a.ll proportions. 
The truth IB that because in very rare 
cases oysters from a bad bed have caus- 
ed sickness and because, in many cases 
local authorities havo sought to escape 
responsibility from polluted water or 
milk supply 
by placing tho 
blame 


upon wholly innocent and silent oysters, 
tho people arc more and innrc shunning 
this really valuable food. Of course, as 
people eat less oysters, they cat more 
meat possibly more expensive meat. And 
the more meat is eaten the greater the 
demand and the higher the price.'1

This 
is a line food to make in a dialing dish.

D. C. McClujig.

The ground will 
practically double the area of the prison 
iind the work is being done by convict 
labor that would otherwise be locked up 
in idleness because of the gradual aboli- 
tion of the contract system in tho insti- 
tution.

PRONfl APPEARS 


What Will U. S. Do With 


Proposal for Conference 


of Neutrals? 


By Gilson Gardner. 


Washington. Oct. '»£—vVhat will the 


United States do with the proposal for 
a continuous conference of neutral pow- 
ers as a medium for settling the war? 
This is the latest diplomatic problem 
taken up by President 
Wilson. 
The 


United States has been given the final 
determination as to whether this means 
looking toward 
peace, 
will be under- 


taken. 
The president 
anil 
Secretary 


Lansing must speak for the country. 


On the 15th of October the president 


received tin: ollicial report and appeal 
of the women's committee which went 
abroad to see what could be. done to- 
ward bringing about a permanent peace. 
The statement was -signed bv Jane 
Addains (U. S.), Kmily .Raich "(U. S.), 
Rosika Schwimmer (Austro-Hungary), 
Crystal McMillan (firejit Britain), and 
Alctta Jacobs (Holland). 
The report 


presented is that of the committee au- 
thorized at the Women's Peace confer- 
ence, held at the Hague, last spring. 


The committee reports that they vis- 


ited all the neutral nations of Europe 
as well as those engaged in war. 
Its 


members saw the prime minister and the 
foreign minister in all of these coun- 
tries. 
The result of their mission is 


contained 
in 
this 
remarkable 
state- 


ment: 


"Our visits to the war capitals con- 


vinces us that the belligerent govern- 
ments would not be opposed to a con- 
ference of neutral nations; that whiln 
the belligerents have rejected offers of 
mediation by single 
neutral 
nations 


and while no belligerent could ask for 
mediation, the. creation of a continuous 
conference of neutral nations might pro- 
vide the machinerv which would lead to 
peace,. Wo found the neutrals, on the 
other hand, were concerned lest calling 
such a conference might be considered 
inopportune hy one or other of the bel- 
ligerents. 
Here our information from 


the belligerents themselves gave assur- 
ance, that such initiative would not be 
resented. 
'.My country would not find 


anything unfriendlyin such action by 
the neutrals,' was the assurance given 
us by the foreign minister of one of the 
great 
belligerents. 
'My 
government 


would place no obstacle in the way of 
its institution.' said the minister of an 
opposing nation. 
"What are. the neu- 


trals waiting for':' asked a third whose 
name ranks high, not only in his own 
country, hut all over the world." 


Thcso foreign ministers, though not 


named in the report, are unquestiouahlv 
the foreign ministers of Kligkuid. ller- 
many and France. The statement «oes 


to say that the proposal was wel- 


comed in Hie foreign ollices of all the 
neutral powers, but the hitter unani- 
mously declined to act except on the 
initiative of the United States. 
If thin 


republic will take the lead, they said, 
they would be very glad to join. 


The statement continues: "We have 
•en convinced thai the governments 


of the belligerent nations would not bi, 
hostile, to ill.! institution of such a 
common channel tor good olliees ami 
that tliu governments of tlie European 
neutrals we visited stand readv to co- 
operate with others in mediation. 
Ke- 


viewing 111.? situation, we believe that of 
the live European neutral nations visit- 
ed, three are ready to join in such a 
conference and that are deliberating tho 
calling of such a eonfeivnce. 
Of the 


intention of the United .States we have 
as yet no evidence.'1 


The statement concludes: "The excru- 


ciating hurilcn of responsibility for t lie 
hopeless 
continuance of this war 
no 


longer rests oil tin; will of the belliger- 
ent nations alone. 
It rests also on the 


will of those neutral governments and 
people who huve been supporting 
Us 


shock and cannot if they would, absolve, 
themselves for their full share of the 
responsibility for the continuance of the 
war." 


The proposal 
presented by the wo- 


men's committee has nothing to do with 
mediation such n.s wsa first suggested 
and was resented by the Iwdligcrents, 
notably the British. This plan is mere- 
ly for the creation of a conference ot 
neutrals to be. a medium for the ex- 
change of views such as might work out 
in an eventual ending of hostilities. At 
the worst, the plan offends no one tunl 
can <lo no harm: and there is appar- 
ently no re:isiin why it should not, re- 
ceive the favorable action of President 
Wilson.

The automobile in which the official was 
ridhig was met by Earl Smith, the mine 
cashier, at the^ front door of the mine 
oilice, lucked away 
from 
the main 


buildings a distance nf fifty yards anil 
concealed by trees and shrubbery. Smith 
took a package handed to him and sign- 
ed a receipt, lie carried the package 
into the ofiice and placed it in a safo. 


Two Men Appear. 


An hour later a man stepped into the 


mine oilice, followed- by a second man, 
who carried • a sawcd-off 
Winchester. 


This gnu was pointed at Smith, who 
was ordered tu throw up his hands, and 
Smith obeyed. 


In a second tlic first man had reached 


the safe. Swiftly ho turned tho knobs 
which controlled the inner doors and 
they swung open. 
He extracted tha 


package handed to the cashier by the 
mine oilicial, gave a signal to his part- 
ner, and they backed through the doors, 
carrying with them the package. 


Tho package contained 58,500, the 


weekly pay roll.

Before help reached Smith the chug of 


a, motorcycle was heard in the distsftice.
